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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-1 7 and 43-46, drawn to a power supply system, classified in 
class 363, subclass 13. 

II. Claims 18-29, drawn to a fuel pack, classified in class 422, subclass 129. 

III. Claims 30-42, drawn to a power generator, which supplies electric power 
to a load, classified in class 701, subclass 115. 

IV. Claims 47-51 , drawn to a power generator, which generates power by 
using a fuel, classified in class 123, subclass 495.
